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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-5 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 1 , entire claim, unclear what elements are part of the roll bearing sealing device. 
Also unclear to what applicants considerers to be the invention, "e.g.. oxidation.", what does this 
mean? Similarly in claim 5, "and/or" what does this mean? 
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Claim 1 has numerous antecedent problems, e.g. the roll barrel and etc. 
The claims are rejected as best understood to the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Uwe (DE 
29620018 Ul). 

Uwe discloses all the limitations of the sealing device particularly a ring seal 14, the ring seal 
having seal lip that contacts a surface 16, a ring profile formed by 15 and 18, gap formed 
between the ring profile and a member 17, drain groove 20 opened to outside by the gap and the 
surface 16 having a hardened area. The ring profile covering the drain groove. The gap is 
approximately 0.5 to 1.5mm. The ring profile having an edge. One lubricant reservoir assigned 
to the seal lip and the surface (reservoir above the seal lip).
